st FRANCIS, THE BELOVED | 
Commemoration of the seventh cente 
nary ofthe passing from earth of the spirit 
of the universally beloved St. Francis de- 
gan at Assisi last Sunday with appropriate 
cere les conducted by Cardinal Merry 
Del Valk Papal legate, dignitaries of the 
Sacred College and members of the Fran- 
ciscan Order. This news item in the daily 
press may be of special interest to Catho- 
lics, but it 1. also of interest to all Chris 
tendom, which recognizes the contribution 
of St. Francis to Christianity’s advance- 
ment. 

Among all the torch-bearers of the light 
of Christianity since the days of St. Paul 
perhaps none stands higher in the estima- 
tion of the world than does the gentle 
hearted St. Francis, who, while yet a young 
man, left a home of wealth and luxury to 
devote himself to a life ct poverty and to 
the service of the poor and the aMicted. 
It was inevitable that the missionary 
work of the Franciscans should meet with 
martyrdom in the many countries they vis- 
ited—intluding America. The persecutions 
of the followers of the great Junipero Ser- 
ra—himself one of the noblest of St. Fran- 
cls followers—is known to every student 
acquainted with the history of California. 
Many organizations, based upon the life 
and wofk of St. Francis, followed his own 
institute pf the “Minors” or, as they were 
first called, “Penitents of Assisi.” Tite 
most p-ominent of these were the Zealots, 
who rigidly adhered to the standards of St. 
Francis, an extreme party of relaxation 


which abandoned all efforts to practice the 


good saint’s austerities, and the Moderates, 
or consérvatives, who somewhat modified 
their leader’s ideas, in regard to the prac 
tice of poverty and who believed in the 
advancement of the institute along the 
lines ot other orders. This conservative 
group, acting as a sort of balance wheel, 
became the largest and most influential 
organization of Franciscans and finally em- 
braced early all the friars df England, 
France and Germany.

ILIMOARDS IN CANADA 

Billboards and other roadside adver- 
tising are disfiguring to the highways of 
Canada in the opinion of the Roads De 
partment there, and it has forbidden them. 
When such a sign appears it is immedi- 
ately torn down. There is no great ado 
about the law, no prosecntions—they just 
tear the s.gns down. This process does 
not go On long before the expense of signs 
that do no good brings the owner thereof 
t the conclusion that he might as welll 


Here is, verbatim, the department's ul- 
timatum: 
“Be it observed that the installation of 


signs is absolutely forbidden along the 
highways and roads. The Roads Depart- 
ment has the same rights as @ proprietor 
thereon and avafls itself of "ch rights to 
remove posters as soon as they are put up. 
“Traffic safety and road embellishments 
are the Roads Department's two main ob- 
jections. The suppression of commercial 
posters is one of the first conditions of suc- 
cess. Advertisements have too often been 


torists or drawing their attention from road 
signs. Posters are incompatible with traf- 
fic safety. 

„ “The first means of embellishing roads 
is to remove whatever disfigu them. 
This is obvious, but sometimes d to se- 
cure, owing to the obstinacy of advertisers.

The 
department will persist in clearing them 
away. 

“A fact that cannot be overstressed is 
that disfiguring roads by posters does not 
benefit advertisers.

IFTING THE VEIL 

In the Diomede Islands, presumably 
the tips of two submerged mountains in 
Bering Strait, have been found evidences

The Bering 
Islands are somewhat unstable even now, 
and it ds likely enough that 3 or 4000 
years ago there was a land bridge reaching 
from Alaska to the Siberian shore, over 
which migrants passed in the time of the 
great dispersion of the human race.
